Riddle of the Universe.” 
| Prof, Haeckel made his debut as a 
writer on scientific subjects in 1862, 
when he published his monographs 
‘on the “Radifolaria.” This work, 
strongly influenced by Darwin's the- 
‘ory of evolution, created considerable 
interest in the scientific world. and 
attracted the attention of scientists 
,all over the world to the modest 
Privatdozent,” at Jena. 

The nove..y and boldness of the 
theories advanced in that work sur- 


prised even the advanced thinkers in 
Germany and aroused a storm of In- 


dignation among the traditionalists.

irrof. Waeckel was bitterly attacked 
‘and denounced as an enmey of man- 
kind who had dej,raded his species, 
and determined efforts ere made to 
have him dismissed from his profes- 
sorship at the Jena University. But 
th> late Grand Duke Karl Alexander 
of Saxe-Weimar, the protector of the 
young scientist, declined -to inter- 
fere. When a prominent man begged 
‘the duke to prohibit the lectures of 
H-eckel, the duke asked his visitor 
whether he believed that the profes- 
®or was really conviaced of the truth 
of his statements, 

| ‘Certainly, I do,’ was the reply, 


“and what,he says is all the worse)’ 


for that very reason.” 

| “But then,” retorted the grand 
‘duke, “in that case he is doing noth- 
ing more than what you are doing 
yourself,”’ 

| But Frof. Haeckel did not take all 
this quietly. He was a born fighter 
and never hesitated for a moment to 
enter into a polemic with his oppon- 
ents. Undaunted by the storm of 
vituperation which his fir-t impo °‘- 
‘ent work had aroused, Haeckel, be- 
tween 1866 und 1875, went on an 
‘extended tour of scientific exploration 
and investigation throvgh HEurope, 
\Asia Minor, Syria and Egypt, from 
which he ret»rned with a great mrss 
‘of valuable material, which he used 
jwith telling effect in a series of 
epoch-making works. 

| Prof. Haeckel has always thor- 
oughly enjoyed life, and his untam- 
able, fighting spirit is still with him 
in his active old age. He has never 
quailed before opposition or hard 
names, but has remained a lusty, 
healthy, impe‘uous, intrepid youth, 
even when his hair had worn to 
gnowy white. It is -elated that not 
‘many years ago, the Grend Duke of 
Weimar playfully rallied him, in the 
‘midst of a brilliant company, on h’'s 
ibellef in evolution. To the amaze- 
jment and horror of the guests, he 
jelapped the grand duke on the back 
‘aud replied: ‘Well, my good man, 
[when you have time, just come over 
jto Jena, and se> some proofs of it!” 
'In his seventy-fifth .ear he sev>rely 
leensured Kaiser William, in a public 
Jecture at Berlin, for laying down the 
law on a gubject of which His Im- 
\perial knew litile or nothing. 

| When Prof. Haeckel retired from 
‘bis chair at Jena, he didso with the 
‘avowed intention of devoting the rest 
of his life to the compilation of a 
large work on the “History of Bio- 
logy” and the development and exten- 
‘lon of the “‘Phyletic Museum” which 
he equipped and presen‘ed to the Uni- 
versity of Jena in 1908,

In The Guards. 

The guardsmen have many pnrivi. 
leges. Guards’ officers, though usual- 
ly rich men, are better paid than line 
officers.

Sawdust Sugar.

{nexpensive and Easily Made Table 
Decorations. i 

Hostesses are always on the lookout 
for original place favors. The latest 
idea in this line is in the edible table 
decoration, 

Oranges selected carefully for thelr 
perfect appearance can be formed into 
baskets by cutting~one in half, with 
the exception of a narrow strip at the 
top which is used as a handle. All the 
inside of the orange is, of course, re- 
moved, The baskets thus formed are 
then crystallized in the following man- 
ner: 

Put them in cold water to soak for 
about. two hours, drain carefully and 
replace in fresh water and boil for one 
hour. Drain agaln and boil for another 
half hour. After pouring off this water 
add one cupful of granulated sugar 


and boil, stirring constantly until it- 
candies—about five minutes. Place the 


baskets on plates and shower them 
with sugar. Put away to harden thor- 
oughly. Small candies that harmonize 
with the deep yellow of the orange are 
used as filling, 

Crystallized grapefruit is a delicious 
homemade confection, After remov- 
ing all the pulp cut the skins into nar- 
row strips and put them into enough 
water to cover them, leaving them to 
souk over night. In the morning drain 
off the water. Cover again with cold 
water and put over the fire to boil for 
an hour. Drain once more and place in 
boiling water, allowing the skins to 
Pour off 
this water and add a cupful of sugar 
and stir constantly until it candies. 
Turn out and roll each piece in granu- 
lated sugar and place on a platter to 
dry. 

Cut bright red apples in half. Care- 
fully scoop out the meat, but leave 
enough to form a white lining for the 
shining skin. Make a thick sirup of 
sugar, and when slightly cooled ‘im- 
merse the half apples and set them 
aside to harden. Place them on small 
paper doilies after filling them with 
selected nut meats.

| CANINE COLLECTorS. 


Charity Dogs In Lon@on Are a High- 
ly Trained Class. 

Many of the general public, as 
well as the employes of the London 
and South-Western Railway, will 
sincerely mourn the recent déath of 
Wimbledon Nell, the retriever which 
collected money for the Railway Ser- 
vants’ Orphanage. With a box at- 
tached to her back, Wimbl:don Nell 
walked the platforms of Wimbledon 
Station for seven years, and during 
that time collected £775 in the cause 
of charity, A special steel collar 
was worn by Nell, the gift of the 
orphanage authorities, who also pre- 
sented her with a silver medal for 
every £100 raised. These medals 
were worn by the dog, attached to 
her collar. 

Nell was one of a dozen collecting 
dogs to be found at various stations 
on the London and South-Western 
Railway, The animals collect on an 
average about £500 a year, or about 
@ quarter of the amount required to 
pay the annual expenses of the total 
number of orphans. It was in 1894 
that an employe hit upon the idea 
of training a dog as a collector for 
charity, The animal was a cross be- 
tween a retriever and a Newfound- 
land, and was known as Jack I. He 
was the first of the three Jacks of 
Waterloo. Station, who, between 
them, colleeted over £3,000. After 
their death the bodies of Jack I. and 
Jack II, were stuffed and enshrined 
in glass-cases, which have long oc- 
cupied prominent positions at Water- 
loo Station. 

No less famous than the Jacks of 
Waterloo is Tim, the Airedale ter- 
rier, at Paddington, who has collect- 
ed over £1,000 for a widows’ and 
and orphans’ fund. The total sum 
collected by the dogs on the Great 
Western Railway—between £200 and 
£300 per annum—provides enough 
to meet the assistance given by the 
institution to twenty-five widows out 
of the 1,500 who are dependent on 
the fund 

There are dozens of collecting 
dogs on the various lines throughout 
the provinces, most of them being 
the gift of railway servants them- 
selves, whe train and look after the 
animals. Many interesting stories 
are told of their extraordinary in- 
telligence. Southampton Jack used 
to be quite famous for his ability to 
collect from the passengers of both 
the up and down trains that stopped 
at Southampton West Station withir 
a minute of ea¢h other. In order to 
work both trains before they depart- 
ed, Southampten Jack, with almost 
human intelligence, would wait on 
the platform at which the earlier 
train was due, and after romping 
and barking through the passengers 
for pennies, would fairly fly over the 
| bridge and give the passengers of 
| the other train a similar opportunity 
| to contribute before their train left. 

Mention should also be made of 
another Jack, a retriever belonging 
| to Fireman Hayward, of Tunbridge 


some time ago, added 
ok ete of services in’ aid of 


charity by collecting £10 for the 
families of miners whose lives were 
lost in a terrible disaster. During 
six years this animal traveled 13,000 
miles, collected £518, and won thir- 
teen medals. 


Swans’ Inherited Trick. 


A visitor to the cathedral city of 
Wells, in Somersetshire, England, 
tells of a curious incident he wit- 
messed there among the swans in 
the Episcopal palace. 

One afternoon about five o'clock, 
whilst watching the movements of 
the various birds in the water, the 
correspondent heard the ringing of 
a bell, and on looking to see whence 
the sound came, he observed that 
one of the swans was vigorously 
pulling the cord, evidently to attract 
attention. 

As no immediate notice was taken 
of its efforts the impatient bird con- 
tinued to ring the bell violently until 
there appeared at the window of the 
tower the wife of the gatekeeper, 
who threw out a quantity of food to 
the expectant waterfowl. 

On making inquiries as to the 
origin of this interesting episode, the 
correspondent was told that a num- 
ber of years ago a daughter of the 
Bishop of Wells, being much inter- 
ésted in the birds inhabiting the 
moat, taught the swans to ring the 
bell at feeding-time, at five o’clock 
in.the afternoon. This practice has 
been continued by successive families 
of swans down to the present day, 
and it would seem, therefore, as if 
the birds transmitted to their off-

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COTTON IN YARMOUTH 


Canada’s Largest Duck Mill Situated 
in Far East—A Record of Expansion 


“The Canadian Textile Journal” ot 
Montreal has an interesting accouat 
of the history and development of the 
big, cotton company which has been 
situated in the Town of Yarmouth 
since 1883, Starting out in a small 


way in that year extensions were mad? 
in 1892, 1907 and again last year 
In 1883 the total output was 6,00) 
pounds per weék of finished product. 
This has grown to-day to 75,000 pounds 
per week. , 

The human element of this enor 
mous plant is worth considerable 
study. Hundreds of well paid and 
seemingly contented employes are ov 
the roll. Of course, if any one will 
take the trouble to talk to them in- 
dividually, he will find some kickers— 
some people will ‘‘kick” even in Hea- 
ven, if they happen to get there—but 
on the whole they are perfectly satis- 


fled with the mill and their employers. | 


Quite a number of the employes have 
been there ever since the mill opened 
thirty years ago, and very many of 
the younger men and women, too, have 
spent practically all their working 
hours in™that mill. The mill was 
floated on a bond issue, and quite 
a number of those working there are 
bondholders. In a ‘arge measure the 
mill is their mill, and its prosperity 
is their prosperity. Probably this is 
one of the reasons why the manage- 
ment has never been vexed by labor 
problems, which are the bug-bear of 
many a mill situated less favorably. 

Inter-dependence of manufacturing 
industries is demonstrated by a glance 
at the list of purchasers of this com- 
pany’s product. It will be found that 
two of their largest irdividual ac- 
counts are the big implement com- 
panies of Toronto and Hamilton, who 
use large quantities of duck in their 
binders. Naturally those interested fn 
the Yarmouth mill do not regard the 
agitation for free agricultural imple- 
ments with any degree of favor as 
they know it will. inevitably mean 
concessions in the shape of reductions 
{in duties on materials purchased by 
the implement firms. As the duck 
mill 1s perhaps the backbone of Yar- 
mouth’s commercial life, it will be seen 
that considerable opposition will arise 
in this prosperous town to any pronosal 
to reduce the duty on implements 
which involves interference with 
the production of the cotton mill.

An article in the “Fortnightly”

The Judge's 
jruling dealt with especial severity 
with the contractor and the architects 
upon the grounds of carelessness and 
incompetence, 

The result of entire transaction from 
its commencement has been to saddle 
the school board with a building which 
has cost approximately 221-2 cts. per 
foot cube ; construction received net 
being value for the sum paid ; a cube 
foot cost of .20 cts. should have pro- 
vided an efficient and servicable 
building with a prospect of duration 
and service ip some degree relative to 
| the twenty year period of cost deben- 
tures, but at the present moment the 
building is unfit to render the antici- 
| pated duty, noris its prospect of dur- 
ation at all likely to equal the period 
mentioned, 

The contractor under the circumst- 
ances was ina position to act as he 
pleased and of this he took full ad- 
vantage. The architects certified 
payments in spite of his condemna- 
tion of work done and the School 
Board met these claims as they were 
advised they were legally bound to do. 

As general and permanent dissatis- 
faction is likely to result to all inter-
